Week of Storms in 


Mountains Near City 


Clim axing w hat some old-time 
desert residents said was the most 
protracted spell of sticky w eather 
they could recall, 
flash 
floods 
Tuesday roared through Cathe­ 
dral City and left mud and silt in 
stores and offices to a depth oí 
alm ost two feet. 
In Palm Springs, interm ittent 
rain fell, but the bru n t of th e tor­ 
rents coming out of the m oun­ 
tains was in the area south and 
southeast of the city. 
ROAD UNDER WATER 
Highw ay 111, leading east from 
Palm Springs, was reported under 
w ater alm ost every day since last 
Sunday. The road was closed on 
several occasions 
but 
highway 
m aintenance crew s under direc­ 
tion of H arold Lienau, kept it 
open most of the tim e by dint of 
steady, hard work. 
At some tim es during the week, 
w ater poured out of Palm Can­ 
yon at A raby Point to cross the 
highw ay in three places, several 
inches deep. Three 
cars 
were 
stalled and had to be towed out 
and one car w as wrecked, skid­ 
ding off the m ud-littered road­ 
way- 
WIND PRECEDES STORM 
O ld-tim e residents of the Ca­ 
thedral City-Rancho Mirage area 
said th at one of the worst wind 
storm s in their mem ory preceded 
the flash flood. A fter blowing foi 
about 15 m inutes, the wind sub­ 
sided and the rain started. The 
fall itself in the desert urea was 
not heavy but in the mountains, 
torrents fell.

The far side of the “bowl" in 
which the cliff dwelling was 
nestled, next attracted the ever- 
wandering eye of Chico, who 
had to see what was beyond 
every obstruction; he has an in­ 
satiable curiosity about the un­ 
known. Getting another running 
start, he scampered up this even 
steeper slope in long strides, his 
heavily-muscled 
legs 
carrying 
him to the ledge above without 
trouble. There he perched, egging 
us to come on up and enjoy the 
view. 
SPECTACULAR VIEW 
Jack attempted to follow, got 
two thirds of the w ay up, lost 
his forward momentum, hesitat­ 
ed, and stopped. There was noth­ 
ing for him to do now but de­ 
scend again and get another fast­ 
er run at it. The descent from 
such 
slippery places is made 
doubly hazardous when wearing 
only a thin pair of shorts; if you 
have on Levi’s, you can if ne­ 
cessary just sit down and slide. 
We finally joined him and ex­ 
plored the top of that part of the 
mesa. The view toward the far 
side, to the south, of the great 
Tsay-begay area was especially 
spectacular from this height, and 
the small generator-shaped butte 
in the center of this broad flat 
> 


/alley showed up' clearly from 
vhere 
we 
perched. 
“Mike" 
Goulding later told me that this 
centrally 
located 
formation 
is 
called The Hub. 
In getting back down to the 
base of our ruin, Chico adopted 
a technique that was both unique 
and commendable. How he hap­ 
pened to hit upon it, even he 
had no idea, since he had never 
climbed over such rough-surfaced 
rocks before. Jack and I dubbed 
it the “crab” method of climbing 
down steep places. Chico would 
first sit down; then with both 
hands and feet pressing against 
the rock, he would arch his back 
so that his body was above the 
surface, and while in this “crab”- 
like position, would inch slowly 
down the slope, zigzagging back 
and forth in steep angles. This 
gave him twice as much leverage 


than if he had used feet alone, 
and moving sideways gave him 
added friction (to support his 
weight. We later tried it our­ 
selves, and were quite surpresed 
to find it the easiest and safest 
way to get down such declines! 
FIND “DARK ROOM" 
At the base of the cliff, under 
our newly-discovered little ruin, 
I took the last picture on the roll 
of film I then had in my camera. 
When I turned the sprocket, it 
twisted far too easily. The film 
had come loose from the end and 
I couldn’t rewind it! I hated to 
think of all the pictures I had 
just taken being wasted, and of 
all the others I had planned to 
take waiting until I could re­ 
move this exposed film. 
Jack 
had a suggestion: Why not use 
the Indian ruin? It was quite 
dark inside, with only one small 
opening, and if Chico sat in that, 
most of the light would be shut 
out. 
Following 
his 
suggestion, 
I 
climbed into the darkened room, 
and with Chico uncomfortably 
perched on the ledge of the nar­ 
row doorway, trying to fill it 
up as completely as he could, I 
crouched in the far comer, gin­ 
gerly opened my camera and hur­ 
riedly rewound the Kodachrome 
back into the cartridge. Weeks 
later, when I got the roll back 
from the processors, I was indeed 
pleased to learn that only two 
shots on either end had been 
ruined: the sixteen in the center 
were all good. 
It was getting late, and we had 
to get back off the mesa to the 
station wagon. I located a much 
easier route going back, one that 
was far less dangerous than the 
one we had come up. We se­ 
cured Jack’s Graphic and Graph- 
lex from the car, returned to the 
top by my new way, hurriedly 
took some 4 x 5 color pictures, 
and came back to the Pontiac. 
A few moments later found us 
zigzagging over the dirt roads, 
headed back toward the Rim and 
Harry Goulding’s trading post. 
Our days in Monument Valley 
were fast drawing to a close. On 
the morrow we would visit the 
20th Century-Fox movie set in 
the center of the Valley, and then 
head on to the west, toward Rain­ 
bow Bridge, the largest natural 
bridge in the world.

Tsay-begay area, where we found 
the new ruin, we spent a leisurely 
morning around the trading post, 
Chico and I taking advantage of

the new washing-machine the 
movie people had trucked in. 
When our clothes, at least whiter 
than they were before, were flap­ 
ping in the early breeze, tied by 
short pieces of string in lieu of 
clothes-pins 
(ni 
true 
N a v y 
fashion), we consulted Jack as to 
the day’s schedule, deciding to 
visit the studio set in tha Valley. 
Many’s the time we had driven 
by and near it, but as yet we had­ 
n’t taken the tim e to investigate 
it at close range. So, we all piled 
into the station wagon, picked up 
the Doc who was heading down 
that way, and bounced through 
ubiquitous dust-clouds the inter­ 
vening two miles. 
All of the employees on the set 
wore characteristic b r i m m e d 
skullcaps, not unlike those don­ 
ned by college rooters, and on the 
brim of each had been painted 
some design indentified with the 
wearer. In the case of the Doc, it 
was a saw and scalpel, dripping 
crimson blood! With the architect, 
it was a crossed pair of T-squares, 
and so on. 


INDIANS ENCAMPED 


As we neared the set, I noted 
the great encampment of Navaho 
Indians on the outskirts, about 
two blocks away from the set it­ 
self. Here they had drifted in 
from Monument Valley, erecting 
crude brush and canvas shelters, 
cooking over open camp-fires, 
while their men worked at the 
set, helping the carpenters and 
painters, digging holes, or caring 
for the hundreds of cattle and 
horses being brought in for the 
actual shooting of the film. Such 
movie locations are a boon to 
these Indians, for they are able to 
make 
enough 
money 
in 
two 
months’ time to last them all the 
rest of the year. And the studios 
are unusually decent about hiring 
all able-bodied men, too, employ­ 
ing even the eldest, like old Ada- 
ki-azee, the medicine 
man, 
as 
guards to keep an eye out for 
vandalism during the night. Ada- 
ki-azee, for instance, was one of 
the earliest Navahos in the whole 
Valley, and he must now be al­ 
most 90 years old; it gave him a 
great deal of pride to think he 
was chosen to guard all this val­ 
uable property that 
had 
been 
brought into his backyard. 
You might well ask, at this 
point: To whom does Monument 
Valley belong? It is a part of the 
great Navaho Indian Reservation, 
and thus actually belongs to the 
Indians themselves. Harry Gould­ 
ing owns one section, because he 
homesteaded there from the earli­ 
est days. None of the rest of the 
vast country can be purchased; it 
can only be leased, just as land 
can only be “borrowed" from the 
local Cahuillas at Palm Springs, 
not bought outright. 
The 
film 
studios leased 
the section on 
which their huge set has been 
built. It cost them over a million 
for one set alone, and the picture, 
"My Darling, Clementine,” has a 
three and a half million budget! 
Going on such remote locations is 
no inexpensive procedure, you 
can bet on that. 


LIKES SETTING 


Next, you might also ask: Who 
originally chose this isolated spot 
for the picture? In this particular 
case, it was John Ford, the pic­ 
ture’s director. Ever since he 
made the Academy Award win­ 
ning film, “Stagecoach,” here in 
Monument Valley, he has had a 
tender place in his heart for the 
area. So, it was only natural that 
as soon as he could, he should 
return. Usually in such cases, the 
location 
director, 
who 
travels 
about the country seeking sites 
for locations, picks out the ideal 
spots ahead of time, subject of 
course to the approval of the di­ 
rector and producer. In this case, 
however, W. F. Fitzgerald, the 
unit manager for Ford, had no 
such problem, as he certainly did 
with “Leave Her to Heaven,” for 
example. In that latter film, lo­ 
cations ranged from Central Cali­ 
fornia for the lake scenes, to Oak 
Creek Canyon and the Doodlebug 
Ranch for the supposedly New 
Mexican interludes, and an aban­ 
doned pool in southern Arizona 
which was rebuilt for the color­ 
ful swimming pool sequence. 
What problems are involved in 
going on such remote locations? 
The primary concern in any des­ 
ert country is of course water. In 
this case, it was found that the 
little spring back of the Gould­ 
ing trading post was far too in­ 
adequate to supply several hun­ 
dred people working feverishly 
for a month under the full sum­ 
mer’s sun. Harry Goulding had 
just drilled a well on the flat be­ 
low his lodge, but the water he 
tapped proved to be very hard, 
unfit for drinking purposes. The 
nearest 
adequate 
source 
w a s 
about six miles to the south, near 
where the road forks to head west 
to the Olje-to trading post. Here 
there is a large well, with wind 
mill and storage tank, and ad 
jacent to it, across the road, the 
great Anderson construction com­ 
pany (who housed the Boulder 
Dam workers, among others) had 
built a complete little city for the 
studio workers. So, water had to 
be hauled by water-truck from 
this well to the Goulding post. 
There it was exchanged for the 
hard water being pumped, for 
that water could be used in 
watering the stock and sprinkling 
the dust on the set. 


FOOD NEXT 


The second problem to over­ 
come is food. Goulding had re­ 
cently bought an abandoned CCC 
camp, and was able to move most 
of its buildings up to his post, in­ 
cluding a large mess-hall. This he 
equipped with modern refrigera­ 
tors and stoves, and could feed 
about a hundred people at one 
meal. Food supplies were secured 
mainly from the north, from 
Bluff, Blanding, Monticello, and 
Moab, as well as Salt Lake City, 
all carried in by trucks. The 
studio base camp at Anderson’s 
got most of their provisions from 
the south, from Flagstaff. Gaso­ 
line had to be hauled in to both 


places for distances of a hundred 
miles or more. 
The set had to be very care­ 
fully constructed, so that it would 
match detail for detail the one 
already built in the Hollywood 
studios, where interiors had al­ 
ready been shot. This meant dup­ 
licate props in every case, and 
keeping all these straight was a 
major problem in itself. Most of 
the work here in Monument Val­ 
ley was done from photographs 
of the original set. 
In order to get each day’s 
rushes developed as soon as pos­ 
sible, the film was each day 
flown by special plane to Win­ 
slow, where it was put on the 
regular airline on to Hollywood. 
In one case, before shooting be­ 
gan, one of the crewmen became 
ill, and a chartered plane was 
flown clear up from Los Angeles 
to take him back for more spe­ 
cific treatment. And that was why 
the Doc was on duty twenty-four 
hours of every day; to take care 
of any emergency that might 
arise. 
We dropped the Doc off at his 
“office,” which had been moved 
from Ted Barker’s General Store 
on the set, around the corner to 


Bozo Well’s Boots 
and 
Saddle 
store. Someone had tacked up a 
crude sign in front: “Professional 
Building. 
Appointments 
only 
Back of the counter he had rigged 
up a sheet-covered table from a 
litter stretched between two up­ 
turned crates. And nearby was 
his tray of spotless instruments 
and rows of odd-sized bandages. 
Yes, he was ready for business as 
usual. He pulled up a country- 
store type chair, seated himself 
comfortably in it, picked up the 
latest issue of COLLIERS, and 
thanked us for bringing him to 
his “office.” 
Continuing our explorations on 
the set, we first noted tw o signs 
at the street corner. One read 
HOLLYWOOD 
and 
the 
other 
VINE. At least these people had 
a sense of humor, and a good one. 
We strolled into the Oriental 
Saloon, where the painters were 
busy ageing the top of the long 
mahogany-covered 
bar. 
Indians 
were hanging up the mirrors be­ 
hind the tiers of brightly-labelled 
bottles. 
Down past the General Store, 
we glanced in at the replica of 
the old Tombstone jail, on beyond

County's Highway 
Budget Up a Third 
Over Year Before 


Riverside county’s budget of 
$665,945 for highways and bridges 
for 1945-46, was 36 per cent more 
than the $488,143 spent by the 
county for this purpose for 1941­ 
42, California Taxpayers’ associa­ 
tion said today, making public its 
study of spending for highways 
and bridges by California coun­ 
ties. 
For 1944-45 the county budget­ 
ed $410,440 for 
highways 
and 
bridges, but was able to spend 
only $503,144, the association said. 


Over the state as a whole, coun­ 
tv highway and bridges budgets 
totalled $43,909,811 for 1945-46, 
almost 
double 
the 
$22,778,108 
spent in 1941-42. For 1944-45, the 
counties budgeted $33,267,280 for 
highways and bridges, but spent 
only $20,817,600.

from these sources. 
“With the counties receiving 
considerably more than they have 
been able to spend, great care is 
necessary on the part of local 
governing 
boards to 
see that 
amounts left over are worked in­ 
to a long-time program for the 
improvement of the highway sys­ 
tem,” the association said.

Back to “Vine,” we headed 
north up that street, past the 
Doc’s office to J. L. Bones, As- 
sayer’s Office, by another corral, 
then to the Blacksmith Shop and 
a big barn. At the far end of the 
street, only a floor with a skele­ 
tal 
tower and 
bell, 
was the 
church, which in the film’s plot 
was not completed. 
Ageing of the fresh lumber and 
tim ber in the corrals was done 
mainly by gray paint and gen­ 
erous applications with a blow­ 
torch. It amused me very much to 
spy a dozen or so long wooden 
crates containing white plaster- 
of-Paris saguaro cacti, all ready 
to be erected along the streets 
and to be painted green, with 
branching arms attached! At least 
they did bring some of the vege­ 
tation of the real Tombstone area 
up here.
